Welcome & Introductions:

e Carrie welcomed everyone present, and introductions were made.

Approval of May 2015 Minutes:

Media Update:
e Focus Groups:
o Focus groups are completed.
o We had a really good response from the Facebook Ads.

= We had more groups than we originally planned on to accommodate the
respondents.

o Jennyis meeting with LOVE Communications to develop the next steps for media messages.
o We want to do more with social media (especially Facebook), because this evidently reaches
our target audience. The focus groups reported using internet as their source of information.
o We will get the final report of the focus groups from Lighthouse in a few weeks.
= We will discuss the results at our next meeting.



o Trisha and George were able to attend a couple of focus groups and were very impressed
with the information that was shared there.
= George attended three of the six focus groups.
e He shared that most people did not know how to get help after the health care
system.
=  Trisha's comments from the focus groups:
e The focus groups did not like the TBI Fund mailer, because it had in the return
address “Violence & Injury Prevention Program.”
o They suggested that it would be better if it said “Traumatic Brain Injury
Fund” instead.
o BIAU is having an Open House on October 7t" from 5:00-7:00 p.m. to help make people more
aware of them and what they do.
o The KSL/KJZZ Concussion Campaign is running smoothly and should run until November.
o The Radio and Web Banner Ads should be running now.

Budget Update:

Trisha reviewed the SFY16 proposed TBI Fund Budget along with the SFY15 budget with the
committee.
Carrie asked if Phoenix Services can reduce their budget $10,000 dollars less than what they were
allotted.
o The committee needs to approve this change.
TASK: Trisha to reduce Phoenix Services funding to the budget that Carrie sends to Trisha.
Motion: Doyle approved the budget as it stands, with the change of Phoenix Services reducing their
budget by $10,000 and given to the BIAU.
o Ann seconded the motion.
= (arrie - Approved

o Chris gave an update of the LHD's activities.
George asked for an addendum to their agreement to provide an amount of money to go to
program promotion off the Wasatch front as a way to generate more business for the Fund.
o He would like to make face-to-face contact with hospitals and support groups in other areas.
o We need to get the word out about the Fund so that we can spend the money that the
Legislature has authorized, so that the funding is not reduced in the future.
o The Committee can look at the language in the contracts to see if we can change the training
section to be broader and include promotional measures to help get the word out.
= As part of the “media” funding that we are using for the fund.
o Doyle suggested that we use private donations to the Fund towards this effort.
o A suggestion was made to do a media ad promoting donating to the Fund.
